Air Force Launches 
Spy Space Satellite 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. (AP) 
— The Air Force today rocketed 
a secret spy satellite into space 
to gather a vast amount of intel­ 
ligence data about Russia Red 
China. North Vietnam and other 
potential trouble spots. 
A towering Atlas-Agena rock­ 
et blazed away from Cape Ken­ 
nedy about 7:39 a m. EDT to 
propel the superspy toward a 
near stationary outpost some 
20 OOO miles above Southeast 
Asia. 
The Air Force clamped a se­ 
crecy label on the launching and 
made no advance announce­ 
ment. 
Sources reported the satellite 
is the first of an operational ser­ 
ies whose main job is to provide 
early warning of an enemy mis­ 
sile attack either from land or 
submarine 


They said the 26-foot long 
Agena carried a television cam­ 
era to spot missile sites air 
bases, troop movements and 
other military installations and 
infrared and X-ray sensors to de­ 
tect the exhaust of a rising rock­ 
et. 


It was the third secret launch 
of an Atlas-Agena from Cape 
Kennedy in 22 months 
The 
sources reported the two earlier 
satellites, fired Aug. 6. 1968 and 
last April 19. were experimental 
prototypes for the payload loft­ 
ed today. 


Both prototypes were placed 
in near stationary orbit above 
Southeast Asia. their speed syn­ 
chronized with that of the rotat­ 
ing earth so they would hover 
always over that area of the 
globe.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
issue of standby wage and price 
controls shows signs of igniting 
a congressional furor over Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s domestic policies. 
“ I think Congress should con­ 
sider standby controls,” House 
Democratic Leader Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma said in an inter­ 
view. 
Although he stopped short of 
an outright endorsement of con­ 
trols, Albert clearly backs the 
effort of Democratic members 
of the Banking Committee to 
write standby control authority 
for the President into pending 
legislation. 
Nixon wants no wage-price 
control legislation, even on a 
standby basis, as he made abun­ 
dantly clear in his economic 
speech Wednesday. Democrats 
have criticized that speech as 
lacking in effective new initia­ 
tives against continuing infla­ 


tion and the slump in employ­ 
ment. 
The drive for standby wage 
and price controls is building at 
a time Nixon seeks to raise the 
national debt ceiling by $18 bil­ 
lion and government statisti­ 
cians reported another four- 
tenths of one per cent living cost 
increase during May. 
Labor leaders and business­ 
men appeared divided over the 
wage and price control issue fol­ 
lowing the President’s economic 
message. Some want more con­ 
trol, while others want none. 
Treasury Secretary David M

LONDON (AP) — It became 
official today: Edward Heath 
has ousted overconfident Harold 
Wilson from the prime ministry, 
winning a mandate to run the 
British government for a term 
that can last five years. 
“ We put forward the right pol­ 
icies. and we stick to them.” 
Heath told his followers. “ We 
have convinced people they 
were the right policies and that 
we are going to give them a bet­ 
ter government tomorrow.” 
The 53-year-old bachelor lead­ 
er of the Conservative party 
was jubilant that he had defied 
the odds and confounded the 
forecasts. 
From the start of counting in 
Thursday’s election it was evi­ 
dent that the Tories had made a 
comeback, but it was not until 
early this afternoon that they 
clinched a majority in the 
House of Commons. At that 
time they passed into the major­ 
ity with 316 seats in the 630-seat 
House 
Later the Tory total went to 
325 
The final tabulation was hours 
away, but there were predic­ 
tions Heath would have a ma­ 
jority of 23 or more seats. Wil­ 
son’s majority was 65 in the last 
House. 
Wilson made the best of it, 
Soyuz 9

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
spaceship Soyuz 9 returned to 
earth today after its record- 
breaking space endurance flight 
with two cosmonauts aboard. 
Tass news agency reported. It 
was in orbit for n\ore than 17 
days. 
The Soviet news agency said 
Soyuz 9 landed at a predestined 
area 45 miles west of the town 
of Karaganda. Cosmonauts And­ 
rian Nikolayev and Vitaly Se- 
vastayanov were in good shape 
on landing, it added. 
Soyuz 9 was launched June I 
and spent 17 days. 16 hours and 
50 minutes in orbit around the 
earth. 
I his surpassed both the Soviet 
record for extended orbit—54 
minutes short of five days set 
by Valery Bykovsky in Vostok 5 
seven years ago-and the Amer­ 
ican record of 13 days, 18 hours. 
35 minutes set by Gemini 7 in 
1965. 


Soviet press reports had indi­ 
cated that the purpose of the 
long solitary Soyuz flight was to 
test man s working ability in an 
extended state of weightlessness 
and practice manual navigation 
without help from ground con­ 
trol.

PHNOM PENH (AP) - A 
powerful North Vietnamese-Viet 
Cong force attacked a provin­ 
cial capital 80 miles north of 
Phnom Penh today and pushed 
to within 200 yards of major 
government strong points, the 
Cambodian high command said. 
Moving behind a mortar bar­ 
rage. the Communists struck 
Kompong Thom just after mid­ 
night. The Cambodian air force 
sent fighter-bombers into action 
at dawn. Latest reports said 
fighting was continuing and that 
the attackers were getting rein­ 
forcements. 
Kompong Thorn, on the road 
between Phnom Penh and the 
Angkor region in northwestern 
Cambodia, has been under al­ 
most constant enemy pressure 
for more than a month. 
Cambodian spokesmen say 
Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese forces’ have occupied 
most of Angkor, the site of the 
12th century temple ruins that 
are Cambodia’s greatest nation­ 
al treasure. There has been 
speculation that the Commu­ 
nists might try to set up a revo­ 
lutionary capital in the ancient 
city. 
There was no word on casual­ 
ties in the fighting at Kompong 
Thorn, but the Cambodian high 
command claimed today that its 
forces have killed more than 
6.000 Communist troops in the 
three-month-old 
Cambodian 
war. In addition, more than 
11.000 enemy troops have been 
reported killed by the U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces operat­ 
ing in Cambodia’s eastern prov­ 
inces. 
But enemy pressure on the 
country as a whole has never 
been greater. The high com­ 
mand said that in view of the 
worsening situation, Premier

Nol’s 
government 
has 
asked the United States for heli­ 
copters and a wide range of oth­ 
er military equipment. 


Enemy forces, by blocking 
roads and railroads, have al­ 
most isolated the Cambodian 
capital. By today, only one

what was officially called a safe 
road. 
Cambodia’s railroad link to 
Thailand remained closed today 
as government troops swept 
along the track trying to clear 
out enemy forces. 
Highway I between Phnom 
Penh and Saigon was reported 
reopened this morning after 
being cut Thursday afternoon 
by enemy troops who mined the 
route. Highway 4, the route be­ 
tween Phnom Penh and the port 
city of Kompong Som, remained 
closed.

Nixon Address Vague 
On Inflation Enemy 


NEW YORK (AP) - A cu­ 
rious omission from President 
Nixon's strategy against infla­ 
tion is his reluctance to describe 
the enemy in terms that would 
help identify it for his fellow 
Americans in business and la­ 
bor. 
In his address on inflation and 
economic policy, the President 
stated: 
"Now is the time for business 
at every level to take price ac­ 
tions more consistent with a sta­ 
ble cost of living. Now is the 
time for labor to structure its 
wage demands to better achieve 
a new stability of costs." 
But is there a businessman 
who can say specifically what 
price action the nation expects 
of him? And if he does decide to 
sacrifice his company's profits 
for a greater good, how does he 
explain it to the directors9 
Is there a union leader who 
can, in dear conscience, decide 
to sacrifice a few cents on a 
wage agreement in order to 
make his contribution to stabili­ 
ty? And if there is. how much 
should he sacrifice? 
The President does recognize 
that such criteria can be devel­ 
oped. for he has advised his 
Council of Economic Advisers to 
prepare a periodic inflation 
alert. Oddly, however, the alert 
will come after the event. 
In other words, the council 
"will spotlight significant areas 
of wage and prlc? increases and 
objectively analyze u.cL’ impact 
on the price level. " But presum­ 
ably after the damage has been 
done. 
The inflation alert, therefore, 
will be unlike smog, tornado, air 
aid or any other alerts that 
man has devised to warn of im­ 
pending danger. 
For months the President has 
resisted suggestions that he pro­ 
vide some clear criteria that 
would permit business and labor 
leaders to judge, in advance, 
the inflationary potential of 
their price and wage demands. 
Such a criterion would sug­ 
gest guidelines, and the Presi­ 
dent has scorned a guidelines 
policy as "an attempt to dictate 
specific prices and wages with­ 
out authority of law." 
But guidelines are not dic­ 
tates, as President Johnson 
found out. Johnson made the er­ 
ror of thinking that the govern­ 
ment could continue to spend 
heavily and avoid inflation be­ 


cause. he believed, business and 
labor could be restrained by 
guidelines. 
He soon found out differently. 
Neither business nor labor ever 
accepted his criteria of inflation 
as dictatorial—only suggestive. 
And when they no longer could 
accept the suggestion, they sim­ 
ply ignored the guidelines. 
Business and labor leaders to­ 
day can rely on no simple indi­ 
cator for determing the disrup­ 
tive potential of their acts. And 
neither does the public. As Dr. 
Walter Heller, economic adviser 
to Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, puts it: "Nobody has 
defined the sin” 
It isn t that business and labor 
don't believe the President’s 
warning: 
“ If you act against the nation­ 
al interest, if you contribute to 
inflation in your price or wage 
demands, then you are acting 
against your own best interest, 
and your customer s best inter­ 
est." 
They want to know how to 
identify the crime before it s 
committed.

WASHINGTON - Officers with the job of 
combating heroin and other dangerou s dru gs say 
y ou don't solv e the problem by arresting u sers. 
These arrests may be necessary " bu t y ou get no 
place.” There are too many addicts. It s like 
sweeping sand off the seashore 
Going after the pu shers locally is almost as fu tile, 
these men report. Take, as an ex ample, operations 
in one large U.S. city . 
We had a major rou ndu p 
something ov er a y ear ago. ' say s one officer. “ It 
got a big play in the papers. We picked u p and 
charged 42 men inv olv ed in distribu tion. In the 
(y ear or more) since, two hav e died and two were 
mu rdered. That leav es 38 . Where are they ? They 're 
ou t on the streets waiting trial. What are they 
doing? They re pu shing dope. They ’re earning 
money to pay their ex pensiv e attorney s. They know 
that when we make an arrest, with the delay s 
permitted and considering ou r crowded cou rts, the 
accu sed will be ou t a minimu m of eight to IO 
months and perhaps two to three y ears before 
being brou ght to trial. That giv es the local 
organization time to train replacements. If the 
pu shers are conv icted, the organization goes on 
with hardly a shru g.” 
Go then to the federal Bu reau of Narcotics and 
Dangerou s Dru gs to get the national pictu re. 
There the situ ation looks ev en more depressing. 
Its not becau se the organization is sloppy , 
u nimaginativ e or money -starv ed. A v isitor gets the 
strong impression that here are dedicated men. 
with imaginativ e new approaches, strong White 
Hou se backing and adeq u ate fu nds. 
Bu t the profits are so great, the organization so 
rich, 
so 
complex 
and 
so 
secu rity -consciou s 
worldwide and the size of each shipment so small 
for its v alu e, that today detection of more than a 
small percentage of smu ggled heroin is v irtu ally 
impossible. 
U.S. agents do start ou t with some data. 
Estimates are that 8 0 per cent of the heroin u sed in 
the United States is grown as opiu m in Tu rkey . It s 
raised legally . The gov ernment bu y s the opiu m 
from the farmers, sells it on the market throu gh 
legal channels for medicinal pu rposes. 
Bu t the farmers hide ou t a portion of their crop 
and do not sell it to the official bu y ers They get 
higher prices from the smu gglers. The smu gglers 
may take the opiu m to Sy ria, where it is processed 
into a morphine deriv ativ e This cu ts the weight by 
90 per cent. From there, the morphine likely will 
mov e 
throu gh 
Corsican 
channels 
to 
secret 
laboratories in France, where it is made into 
heroin. 
From France, the heroin mov es into the world 
market. Considerable q u antities go to New York 
directly or throu gh Canada or Brazil for reshipment 
to this cou ntry . 
Here it mov es into the distribu tion channels of a 
v ariety of organizations. 
The important men in this distribu tion sy stem 
are not likely to be cau ght with any opiu m, 
morphine 
or 
heroin. 
Underlings 
do 
the 
transporting. The smu gglers deal in cash, not 
checks They apparently don't keep records or not 
records that mean any thing to law enforcers 
Increasing the nu mber of cu stoms inspectors at 
U.S. borders and u pping the rigidity of inspections 
is not likely to u ncov er mu ch There are too many 
people to cov er. Heroin is too easily hidden. Rigid 
inspections raise a strong reaction from the pu blic. 
As of now. smu ggled heroin by and large can be 
cau ght and stopped only throu gh tip-offs. This 
req u ires 
a 
fairly 
large, 
ex tremely 
efficient 
international sy stem of gov ernment agents with 
wide contacts among that part of the u nderworld 
which deals in the pu rchase of opiu m, its 
conv ersion into heroin and its transport to the 
United States. 
An intelligence organization of this ty pe takes 
y ears to bu ild and ev en then may be only 
marginally effectiv e

A This 
co nditio n, stress 
incontinence, 
is 
common in women who hav e had sev eral children. 
It is the resu lt of a relax ation of the pelv ic su pport 
of the bladder. In most women these su pporting 
mu scles can be strengthened by learning to 
contract them. They are the ones u sed to check the 
flow of u rine when y ou hav e not y et emptied y ou r 
bladder. You shou ld contract these mu scles 20 
times before getting ou t of bed in the morning and 
20 more times standing by the bed after arising. 
This ex ercise, which can be done while ly ing, 
sitting or standing shou ld be repeated sev eral times 
du ring the day . 
If after eight weeks this has not helped, y ou 
might consider hav ing a small electronic stimu lator 
implanted u nder the skin ov er y ou r bladder.

Night Sessions Planned 
To Clear Cambodia Knot 
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Contends Younger 
Aircraft Com pany 
Democrats Irate 
Suffers Wind Loss 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has agreed to start night 
sessions next week in an effort 
to resolve the legislative im­ 
passe created by the month and 
a half debate on U.S. policy in 
Cambodia. 
The strategy was conceived 
by Senate Democrats with a 
dual purpose: showing good will 
to the Nixon administration by 
considering its legislative pro­ 
gram and applying pressure for 
an early vote on proposed re­ 
strictions on future U.S. activi­ 
ties in Cambodia. 
But an end to the marathon 
debate 
still 
seems 
unlikely 
much before the June 3 0 date 
set by President Nixon for with­ 
drawing all U.S. forces from 
Cambodia. 
The Senate agreed Thursday 
to vote Monday on an amend­ 
ment by Sen. Robert C. Byrd. 
D-W.Va., specifying presidential 
powers to protect U.S. troops, 
which appears to command vir­ 
tually unanimous support. 
Earlier 
Thursday, 
another 
agreement was reached to per­ 
mit evening consideration of 
bills blocked from floor consid­ 
eration by the current debate. 
The agreement calls for the 
Senate to drop the military 
sales bill, vehicle for the cur­ 
rent Cambodia debate, and turn 
to other legislative matters each 
day at 5 p.m. The night sessions 
are expected to last four or five 
hours. 
The first measure to be con­ 
sidered will be a catch-all, sup­ 
plemental appropriations bill 
that has to be passed by June 
3 0. It is to be followed by a $4.5 
billion education money bill that 
contains three House-passed rid­ 
ers to slow school desegrega­ 
tion. 
These have previously 
been rejected by the Senate. 
If these can be cleared, the 
Senate will then consider such 
measures 
as 
the 
House-ap­ 
proved increase in the legal lim­ 
it on the national debt—which 
also must be passed by June 
3 0—and the controversial postal 
reform measure. 
Also as part of the agreement, 
the Senate will meet two hours 
ahead of its usual noon starting 
time. 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield proposed the revised 
scheduling to a Democratic cau­ 
cus Thursday, which backed it 
u n a n i m o u s l y . After some 
conferences Republican leaders 
went along. 
Debate on Byrd’s amendment 


centered on whether it would 
authorize President Nixon to re­ 
peat the April 3 0 attack into 
Cambodia without congression­ 
al approval or consultation. 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper. 
R-Ky., cosponsor of the Cooper- 
Church amendment to curb fu­ 
ture U.S. actions, said he didn t 
want to support anything that 
might give advance approval to 
renewed attacks into Cambodia. 
As long as U.S. troops stay in 
Cambodia, the President can 
protect them. Cooper said, add­ 
ing that under the Cooper- 
Church proposal “ he could not

send them back after withdraw­ 
al without coming to Congress 
for consent. ’’ 
“ Except for those emergency 
situations which can arise and 
do arise.’’ Byre said, “ the Presi­ 
dent would have time to consult 
with Congress and should.’’ 

Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
the other cosponsor of the Coop-

amendment, 
said

We were 
glad to do this so we could 
have a diamond to ourselves

I have been player agent 
and president of the Sedalia 
Little League. They are a 
great group of boys, mothers, 
and fathers with which to 
work. 
When 
we 
needed 
something in Little League we 
didn t go to the Park Board 
and ask them to furnish 
anything for us 
While President of Little 
League, we built the Little 
League diamond in Centennial 
Park, bought and paid for 
fence and load after load of 
dirt. We didn t sit back and 
want 
the 
park 
to 
do 
something for us. we just 
went out and got permission 
to do the work, and all got 
together and went to work If 
we didn t have money to do 
this. “ God bless the managers 
and coaches, 
because they 
dug down in their pockets. 
and came up with more 
money 


The poles, lights and wire 
were 
bought 
from 
the 
Missouri 
Public 
Service 
Company with trucks and 
equipment donating their time 
after working hours to light 
this diamond 


A few years ago Mr Paul 
Klover 
was 
thinking 
how 
wonderful it was that we have 
recreation for small boys, 
middle-sized boys and big 
boys, 
and 
wondered 
why 
someone didn t do something 
for the girls of our town. So he 
got a small group of mothers 
and 
fathers 
together 
and 
organized the Khoury Girls 
Soft Ball League They played 
on West Second Street, across 
from Liberty Park As more 
and more girls wanted to play 


softball. Paul had to expand 
the operation Where could he 
go with the girls, with no 
money? With help from the 
Superintendent of the Park. 
Mr 
Black and 
the Park 
Board, we were given a rough 
spot of ground in Centennial 
Park to build a diamond. The 
first year we played with no 
lights or fence. Then the 
Lion s Club furnished lights 
and poles bought from REA 
Missouri 
Public 
Service 
Company donated trucks and 
equipment with linemen and 
men from the gas department 
to install the lights. 
As Khoury Girls Softball 
League 
grew, 
we 
needed 
another diamond. Back to the 
Park Board we went, telling 
them if we could have more 
ground 
we 
would 
build 
another diamond. 
We went to Missouri Public 
Service Company and told 
them we needed six poles and 
all the equipment to light 
another diamond This was 
donated to us by them once 
again 
With all equipment, 
trucks and men working after 
hours from Missouri Public 
Service 
Company, 
another 
diamond was set up. The 
League paid for and built the 
fence around that diamond 
also. 
Last year the league needed 
more ground The Park Board 
said we could have it on the 
same terms as the two other 
diamonds The league paid a 
local contractor to grade off 
the diamond There has been 
a back stop put up and it is in 
preparations now for a fence 
which will be donated by the 
league, or in other words, the 
parents. 
It costs the Khoury Girls 
Softball League around $40 
every night to play. Where 
does the money come from? 
The League has a $75 sponsor 
fee.

managers and coaches, when 
buckets are passed around. 
They will always have their 
money ready to throw in the 
pot. 
In my experience working 
in the Little League.

serv e o nly p riv ate aircraft, it was stressed 
th at an adeq u ate airp o rt wo u ld really 
serv e th e entire city . Th is was mainly b y 
v irtu e o f Ozark Airlines p ro v iding th e city 
with p assenger, freigh t and direct air mail 
serv ice.

WASHINGTON — The zany details of CBS’s 
abortiv e attempt to film an inv asion of HaiU all the 
way through to the anticipated “assassination," of 
Papa Doc Duv alier, the Haitian dictator, is 
described in a congressional report kept under lock 
and key . 


The inv asion plot was a 
slapstick, Marx Brothers 
adv enture, 
better suited 
for an episode of the spy 
spoof “ Get Smart” than a 
CBS documentary . At one 
point, the 
conspirators, 
wearing 
a 
hidden 
CBS 
mike, tried to shake down 
Papa Doc for 1200.000. 
They approached the Hai­ 
tian consul in Miami, Eu­ 
gene Max imillian, and of­ 
fered to call off the inv a­ 
sion for a satchel full of greenbacks. 
Six of the inv asion leaders, ultimately , were 
conv icted of v iolaUng U.S. laws. The House 
subcommittee which inv estigated the madcap 1966 
affair, howev er, was disappointed that CBS 
escaped conv iction. 
Copies of the subcommittee's report were taken 
out of the locked files this week and submitted to 
the members for their comments and corrections. 
This column has obtained a bootleg copy . 
—CBS Scalded— 
On almost ev ery page, the report rebukes CBS, 
charging in summary : 
“ CBS funds were prov ided for the leasing of a 67 - 
foot schooner which was to be utilized by the 
inv asion force; ex penses were reimbursed for the 
transportation of weapons which were to be 
subsequently used by the conspirators; v arious 
pay ments were made to Rolando Masferrer, the 
leader of the inv asion conspiracy , with full 
knowledge of his identity and criminal intentions. 
If these acts did not actually inv olv e the network in 
the conspiracy to v iolate the U.S. Neutrality Act, 
they came dangerously close to doing so 
“There were, undeniably , misadv entures and 
other 
circumstances 
inv olv ing 
both 
the 
conspirators and the CBS News organization which, 
in retrospect, seem humorous and ev en ridiculous. 
This should not obscure the fact that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and many hundreds of man- 
hours were ex pended in the accumulation and 
assembly of a massiv e stockpile of illegal military 
paraphernalia 
for 
unlawful 
use 
against 
a 
gov ernment which, howev er reprehensible some 
may v iew its policies, is nev ertheless at peace with 
the U.S. 
‘A diplomatic representativ e of this same 
foreign power was subjected to an attempted 
ex tortion, an attempt which was facilitated by the 
use of hidden recording equipment supplied by 
CBS News personnel and used by an indiv idual who 
was himself in the pay of CBS News. " The report 
identifies one of the alleged shakedown artists as 
Ralph Serrano, alias Ralph Almonte, who has “ a 
substantial criminal record and was recently 
deported to the Dominican Republic.” 
CBS made pay ments to the plotters, including 
Serrano, in cash. The subcommittee estimates that 
the network’s total outlay “ in its unsuccessful 
attempt to document the ov erthrow of the Haitian

report strongly suggests, helped to finance the 
illegal operation. 
—Chain of Inv asions— 
CBS, of course, has taken v igorous ex ception to 
the subcommittee’s charges. In letters to Chairman 
Harley Staggers, D-W.Va., CBS officials hav e 
insisted that their reporters and cameramen sought 
merely to record a news ev ent, not to influence it in 
any way . CBS funds did not finance the inv asion 
attempt, declare the officials, but merely cov ered 
normal ex penditures for a documentary . 
The conspirators originally intended to inv ade 
Cuba and ov erthrow Dictator Fidel Castro. They 
decided this could be accomplished best from a 
base in Haiti. So, as a preliminary ex ercise, they 
chose to inv ade Haiti and ov erthrow Duv alier. 
Then they calculated it would be easier to conquer 
Haiti from a base in the Dominican Republic and 
considered beginning their counter-rev olutionary 
activ ity with an inv asion of the Dominican 
Republic. But they thought better of this and 
instead, tried to negotiate with the Dominican 
Republic for the use of a base. 
CBS gav e $1,5 00 to a shadowy munitions dealer, 
named Mitchell Wer Bel III, to conduct these 
implausible negotiations. As it happened, the 
Dominican Republic turned down the deai and 
kicked Wer Bel’s representativ e out of the country . 
By the time Wer Bel’s secret testimony was 
taken, he looked back on the inv asion plot as a lark. 


—Grim Comedy — 


“ I took this whole project as entertaining 
comedy ,” he testified. “ I felt that this was a v ery 
amateurish attempt at something which I didn’t 
know really what was going on, and it was an 
interlude of entertainment as far as I was 
concerned. Ev en my nom de guerre was based on 
entertainment and lev ity . I was known as Erie 
Straff.” He went along with the plotters, he said, 
because “I was carried away by the ham instinct in 
me.” 
He testified that CBS had also put up a $1 5 00 
down pay ment to lease the “ mother ship” for the 
inv asion -r a 67 -foot skiff known as “ Poor 
Richard” which got no further than the plotters’ 
hideout at the lux urious Ocean Reef resort on Key 
Largo, Fla. The bills at Ocean Reef were also paid 
by CBS. 
“ The boat nev er had any thing on it ex cept a few 
good, long drinking sessions,” testified Wer Bel. It 
was seized by creditors, and the conspirators were 
obliged to change their strategy from a seaborne to 
an airborne inv asion. 
CBS finally got tired of pay ing the bills for this 
great nonadv enture and, after taking 45 .000 feet of 
film ov er an eight-month period, cancelled the 
project. William Leonard, v ice president of CBS 
News, ex plained in an interoffice memo: “We see 
simply the nonadv enture of a ragtag crew nex t to 
whom Duv alier himself looks good, a gang openly 
flouting U.S. law, in the end to no purpose.” 


Footnote: My friend, Walter Cronkite, scolded 
me from coast-to-coast recently for publishing a 
White House memo which accused CBS of faking 
horror scenes from Vietnam. He suggested that the 
White House had planted the memo with me in 
order to discredit CBS. I hope Walter won’t now 
accuse the Democrats, who run the House 
subcommittee, of conspiring with the Republicans 
at the White House to discredit CBS. 


Neither the white House memo nor the 
subcommittee report were planted with me. It took 
a good deal of digging to bring these confidential 
documents into the sunlight. Nor is my purpose to 
discredit CBS which, in my opinion, has the best 
news staff of all the networks. I simply believ e that 
news-gathering organizations, my own included, 
should be as subject to public scrutiny as the 
gov ernment agencies they cov er.

WASHINGTON — Fro m a sligh tly lo nger 
p ersp ectiv e, with new info rmatio n still trickling in, 
Geo rge Wallace's v ery narro w sq u eak o v er Go v . 
Alb ert Brewer in Alab ama lo o ks mo re and mo re 
remarkab ly u niq u e. 
A friend o f mine in th e state sto o d in th e v o ting 
line b eh ind an o ld lady wh o h ad nev er b efo re v o ted 
in h er life. Sh e intimated sh e was v o ting fo r 
Wallace, and th at sh e knew sev eral o th er lady first- 
v o ters wh o were tu rning o u t b ecau se “th eir man” 
seemed in danger. 
Wallace is estimated to h av e receiv ed ab o u t 75 
p er cent o f th e u nu su al 34,000 additio nal v o te 
registered in th e mo nth b etween th e May 5 
p rimary , led b y Brewer, and th e Ju ne 2 ru no ff. 
Th o u gh th e o fficial v o te will no t b e tallied fo r 
awh ile, all p resent indicatio ns are th at th e Ju ne 2 
to tal su rp assed th e first tu rno u t. Th e co nv entio nal 
wo rd was th at a su b stantial fall-o ff co u ld b e 
ex p ected. 
Critical to Brewer, fu rth ermo re, was h is lo ss to 
Wallace o n Ju ne 2 o f IO no rth ern Alab ama co u nties 
th e incu mb ent go v erno r h ad wo n th e first time. 
Wallace, in h is tu rn, gav e u p o nly o ne co u nty to 
Brewer — a Black Belt co u nty (Greene) th e fo rmer 
go v erno r h ad wo n May 5 b ecau se many b lack 
v o ters stay ed h o me. 
Key to Brewer’s slide in no rth ern Alab ama was 
th e fact th at many wh ite b lu e-co llar wo rkers wh o 
o riginally v o ted fo r a th ird candidate, Do th an 
b u sinessman Ch arles Wo o ds, went fo r Wallace. 
Raging h arder th an ev er is th e argu ment wh ere 
th is leav es th e 1968 th ird p arty p residential 
candidate in th e natio nal o r ev en regio nal p ictu re. 
A win b y p erh ap s less th an 51 p er cent in a ru no ff is 
h ardly a b ig smash fo r a man in h is h o me state. 
As I no ted in an earlier rep o rt, Wallace will b e 
h ard p u t to make go o d o n h is cru cial p ro mises to 
ro ll b ack sch o o l integratio n adv ances mainly 
directed b y th e co u rts rath er th an h is p rime target, 
President Nix o n. 
In h is camp aign, h e made a h o st o f o th er 
p ro mises, th e net o f wh ich was h e wo u ld o ffer 
Alab ama citizens many mo re serv ices wh ile cu tting 
th eir tax es. One weekly newsp ap er edito r added u p 
40 p ro mises h e made th at inv o lv e sp ending mo re 
mo ney . 
Ev idently h e is already h edging o n th e tax issu e. 
He p ledged h imself to eliminate a 4 p er cent sales 
lev y o n gro ceries. Lately h e h as b een talking ab o u t 
h o lding th is cu t to “essential gro ceries,” o r may b e 
h av ing it ap p ly o nly fo r fo o d-stamp (lo w inco me) 
cu sto mers. A fu ll cu t wo u ld dep riv e Alab ama o f 
so me $43 millio n in rev enu e. 
No o ne can b e su re wh at Wallace will do o n th e 
racial scene, th o u gh th e ex p ectatio n is h e will seek 
so me so rt o f dramatic co nfro ntatio n with th e Nix o n 
administratio n — p o ssib ly b y reo p ening so me 
clo sed all-b lack sch o o ls and o rdering teach ers to 
ap p ear th ere. 
Analy sts disagree o n th e effect o f any su ch 
mo v es, and o n Wallace's general p ro sp ects fo r 
ano th er p residential ru n in 1972. So me th ink h e 
h o lds credib ility with racial co nserv ativ es acro ss 
th e So u th ju st b y try ing, ev en if h e lo ses th e figh ts. 
Oth ers b eliev e h is tigh t sq u eeze o v er Brewer is 
ev idence h e h as already su ffered sev ere lo ss o f 
face. 
One acu te p o litical sp ecialist, no t a so u th erner, 
th inks Wallace's natio nal h ey day is o v er, th at Nix o n 
in 1972 will no t o nly h o ld th e fiv e so u th ern states h e 
wo n in 1968 b u t take Tex as fro m th e Demo crats as 
well.
